A goalie 
stands between an 8 yard goal, 
two fullbacks stand in front 
of the goal; and the rest of 
the team is used for both of- 
fense and defense. 

Soccer became very popular 
in foreign countries, and the 
fans enjoyed and turned out 
for games as we do for the 
present football games. In 
the United States, junior 
high schools and academy sch- 
ools include soccer in their 
sports program.
